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TH E Statutes' 6f the Kbyal Society Were; fof fhe moft 
^ f art, formed in the year 1663: Aii abftraft of thc 
Charters aHd Laws was. pubtiihed in the, year- 1667, iii 
StRAT^s Hiftory of the Royal Society ; and in the year J752, 
thc Council publiihed an Edition of theirlCharters and Sta« 
ttttes, as they /i&^-ftood. 

Thc Lawsr of the Royal Society,^nkcth6fe bf othercdftN 
ttiunities, were altered from time to time, until they^ppeared 
fiifficient to embraceevery contingency that might occur, wliile 
thcy held their ntxeetings in Greiham College; iVhich th^ 
continued to do for near >the *4paceof fifty ycars. But. the 
arrangemcnt* of thc Society's aftairs being ibmewhat akered 
vpoo pofleiliog an Houfe 6f their own, it became necefTary to 
4aake difiescnt efkbliihmeots in mapyvparticulars ; and to aiter 

B V aod 
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and augment fome of their Statutes. However, the greater 
part of them was ftill left in the original form, fuited to the 
fituation of th^ Society at Grefham College. 

The Edition of the Statutes in the year 1752, gave theni 
as above defcribed ; together with a few additions, calculated-. 
ta^fuit particular circumftances. But ftill many parts of then^ 
were not accommodated to the prefent times, nor to the change 
of place, and what depended thereon : neither was the order 
or conneftion of the chapters fufBciently attended to. 

Th€i Couflcii have tiow jud^cd it lieceflary/ 'for vafti&us 
reafons, to review, new-model, and correft their Statutes, fo 
as better lo fuit the prefent times and circumftances ; to digefl: 
them in a more methodical order ; and to give a new Editioii 
of theoH fb reyifed, digeftedjj and arranged*. * »~A 

They have alfo judged it expedient to premife' a ifuccrilt^ 
account why fome of the Statutes were ahfered, and wHy 
others wefe totally abrog^ted,, ' . 

It had been the ufage, for upwar^ pf tfee ^rftfijc^ y^fWi 
to nominate and approve in ' Council^ all Candidates for being 
Fellows, pre viouily to their feeing piropofed.

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1753, it was enacted, that payment of the admiflion.feet and 

figning a bond for annual payments, were neceffary to entitlj& 

a perfon to be publickly acknowledged a Member, after his. 

Eleilion; and in the years 1761, 1766, 1769, and 1770, fomc^ 

re^ulations were judged neceffary to b^ made coxicerning tha 

recpmmendation and eledlion of Foreigners.

In the Statutes concerning the payments by the Fellows to 

the Society, feveral alterations became neceffary ; not ouly 

on account of forming anew the Chapter ofthe Treafurer\ but 

alfo on account of each Fellow's receiving gratii a voiume of . 

the Philofophical Tranfaftions yearly. For, the charge of 

printing the Tranfa£tions for the ufe of the Members, having, 

much increafed the yearly expenfe of the Society ; it was 

judged reafonable and proper to advance the admiffion fee from 

two xofive guineas ; and afterwards, for other reafons, it was 

agreed that inftead of twenty^ twentyfix guineas fliould bc 

paid in lieu of givihg bond for annual contributions, 

In the Chapter of the Ele£tion of the Council and Officers, 
a claufe was added, in the year 1735 (on account of the gre.at 
increale of Members) permitting every Fellow to deliver his 
three lifts at the fame time, at the Anniverfary Eledlions ; 
iiotwithftanding the apparent impropriety of voting forp'erfons 
to be 'Officers^ before it could be known that they would bc 
elefted Members of the new Council. 

Ofihe T^reafurer. At firft, when the Society were not m 
pofleffion of much ready money^; it was judged neceffary that 
t'he Fellows Ihould pay their. weekly contributions once a 
quarter ; and the Treafurer's accompts were to be audited quar- 
terly. He was not to have raore than 20 1, in his hands at a time:

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All furplus was to be locked up in the iron cheft ; there beitig 
then no Public Funds : but the bufiriefs of the Treafurer, a& 
well as the mode of colleAing the contributions from Meifa* 
bers, having been long condufted in a manner very^difFerent 
from what was at firft appointed ; tlie Statutes relating to the 
Treafurer have therefore been ne w formed, agreeably to thc 
modern praftice which has been in ufe for many years. 

Of tbe Secretaries. The great alterations in thc circum- 
ftances of the Society, together with the regulations concern- 
ing the publication of their Tranfaftions, have rendered it 
neceffary to alter the chapter relating to the.Secretaries, and 
to have fome additions made to it, with regard to the papers 
read to the Society, and theif publication. 

OfiheClerk. Theftatutesconcerning the Clerk, mentionedln 
the publication of 1752, were fuch as foited the Society at their 
firft inftitution, and while they continued at Grefliam College^ 
when they had little or no concerns with rents, taxes, re- 
pairs, &c. And as every Officer had but little bufinefs-tb do 
for the Society, befides what was done at the ufuaKMeetings, 
few rules for thcm, were foutid wanting, and as few for 
their Mufeum and Library ; which, being in the Gallcries of 
that College, the refident Profeffors had an Eye over thofe 
CoUeftions : bur, when the Society became poflTeffed of a Houfe 
of their own, fit for their Meetings and Curiofities (which, 
happened in the Year 1710) it was found neceffary to have 
a refident Officer, who ftiould have the care of tlie Houfe, 
and of the neceffary preparations for the Meetings, and alfo 
ihe care of the Library and Repofitory. However, as the So- 
ciety^s finances rcndered a confiderable degree of frugaiity con- 
vcaient, it was de^^erm-ned (under the Prefidentfliip of Sir 
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IfaacNewton) that one and the fame perfQn fhotild f\lpj)ly the* r 

places of Clerk, Librarian, Keeper of the Repofitory, and 1 

Houfefceeper, and alfo.officiate as Ma:ce-bearer,.aii4 3^ Depur ^ 
ty to the Treafurer. . 

The articles in the ch^t^r ot the publication of the Tranf* - 
adtions, and their dellvery^: \yhichiwere inferted in the Edition 
of 1752, concerning tjhe Cler.k's accounfc of the books iffued 
out,. are onaitted,; gs he is now refponfible ^fqr them in 
anothcr way. . Anotlier^article in the fame chapter is alib 
oniitted, conce/ningthe admiffion, fee^ as being incUided ia ^ 
Ae.new chapter.of the paym^nt of the Fellows* . 

Several additions are jnade ro the formcr ftatutes relatihg to 
the books and papers; to declare the Society's power over the , 
papers read to them ; and alfo to inform the Fellows how they 
raay confult the books in the Society's Library, The articles 
of the Regifter and Letter-bodks are now totally omitted; 
becaufe the continuatipn of thofe books has,. many ycars ago, 
been found ufelefs ; other methods having been ufed to pre^ 
lerve the original papers not publilhed^ aa weli as thofe which 
are publifhed, at a rate much . lefs expeniive. 

The OfBce of Curator was at firft thought fo effential,, 
that the Society allotted to it a falary more confiderable than 
any one of the public Profeffi)rs received at that time, befides 
the apartments they were to have in the Sogiety^s Houfe or 
College, But, as the Society^^s revenues have not, xo thrs 
day, been fufficient to enable them to affiime the e^cterior 
fplendor which, by their charter, It feems to have been ima- 
gined that they might in due time arrive at ; the appointmeiita 
ofCurators, with large allowances, and of Serjeantsat Mace 

&c 
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&c. havc hltherto been declined. Bwlldes» the - experimental ^ 
parf of Philofophy having begun, even in the early years of thc 
Society, to be cultivated ; fcveral gentlemen; procured appara» 
tufes, to fatisfy thcmfelves in private ; fo that many years ha^ ' 
not pafled, before a conriderable p^rt of the Fellows were fb 
well acquainted with the mode of making experim^nts, that 
fuch accomplifhed Curators have not been found ncceffary ; 
and, when Experimpntal Philofophy arrivcd at ftich popular 
Regard, as to be frcquently explained in public Ledures; 
that kiild of kriowledge became more generally difFufed: 
Several perfons, indeed, have formerly been aftually employed 
by the Society as Curators ; particularly, the Doftors Hoofce 
and DefaguUers, But neither pf them ever, had aboye. 50 1. a 
year; and that, npt certain: it depended on the .number.of 
Experiments which they had exhibitcd to the. Society in the 
preceding year. The chapter of the Statutes relating to thi^ 
Office is therefore omitted in this Edition. ... . 

In lik^ mannerj at the inftitution of the ■ Socitty ^ the fabrii 
cation of Inftruments for experiftients was not commohly 
known to worfcmen ; and thercfore fome ftatutes were made 
concerning Operators^ or perfons well acquainted with the ufe 
of tools in various wprks ;. who were at firft judgedneceflary to 
attend the Meetings, to be rcady to affift in any of the Expci 
riments to be made before the Society : but the Experimental 
Philofophers having long fince taught and familiarized fuch 
general knowledge, in working on things formerly unknown, 
particular Operators to the Society have beenformapy year-^ 
found ufelefs ; as the different Artifi.cers enjployed by theni 
can now readily furnifh whatfoever is waiited,

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So a Printer to the Society, was an OfBcer that appeared 
iieceflary at the time when the ftatutes concerning that office 
vrere eftabliftied : but the afFairs of Printing and Bookfelling 
are fb greatly altered fince the inftitution of the Society , that 
Printers and Bookfellers have for many years ftood in no other 
relation to the Royal Society than any other Tradefmen they 
employ ; and particularly, fince the Tranfadlions have been 
printed under their own care, They themfelves now buy and 
pay for the paper; employ and pay the Printcrs and En- 
gravers ; corre£t and publifh their own Works ; and finally 
difpofe of to Purchafers the furplus copies, above the number 
diftributed amongft their Members by their own Librarian.

T thc two ordinary mcetings of the Socicty, which fliall 
be within the fifteen days next preceedingthe day of the 
anniverfary clcftions, thc Prefident fliall givenoticeof the faid 
Eleftions ; and declare, how much it importeth thc good of 
thc Society, that fuch perfons may bechofen into thc Council, 
as are moft likely to attend th^ mectings and bufinefs of the 
Council, out of whom there may be made the beft choice of

IL Every Fellow of the Society, in or near London, or 
within the reach of the penny-poft, and whofe refidence is 
known to the Clerk, fliall be called to the anniverlary 
meetings, for ele£ting the Council and Officers for the year 
enfuing, by particular fummons figncd by the Prefident; 
which fummons fliall be fent to the houfe or lodging of cvery 
fuch Fellow, a week at the leaft before thc faid day, together 
with printed lifts of the names of the Fellows of the Society.

I. i I ^HE Membersof the Council of this Society, for thc 
X time being, (hall conftitute and be a ftanding Com- 
mlttee of the faid Society, to whom the confideration of 
the Publication of fuch Papers, as ftiall have been read be- 
fore, or communicated to, them at their weekly meetings,

II. That no lefs number than feven of thc Membcrs of 
the faid Committee (of which number the Prefident, or in 
his abfence a Vice-Prefident, always to bc one) (hall bc a ^uo^ 
rum, capablc of ading in relation to thc faid Papcrs.
